gpen their Auditors a: juſt, and honeſt, and 
peaceable Converſation, and for theſe purpoſes 
may bave had:occaſion to Quote Heathen Au- 
thours, thati have recommended: the-ſame 
thing ; preſentlythere/hath' this_prejudice ari» 
ſen againſt ſuch-Sexmons : Theſe men are ſure 
better ſtudied: inthe Philoſophers than the 
! Scriptures. They talk of Plato and Ariftotle and 
we cannot tell who, and doe not ſeem to. make 
I any difcrence between their writing and the 
word of God. ( And it is very likely there have 
been ſome who! have been over-laviſh in this 
kind.) Now as Elijab ſaid to the Meſſengers 


of Ah2ztah, Is itnot becauſe there is no God in 2 Kings 1; 


Irael; that ye gae; to: inquire of Baalzebub the 
God: of Ekron 2 ſo will it be ſuſpefted : Is it 
not becauſe theſe. men {light the Scriptures, or 
it may be.underftand them not; that they (peak 
ſoamuch inthe Language of the Heathen ? as 


they ſfeak, half in the ſpeech of Aſhdod, be- chem.”

T 

they have ſpoken, though there wanted in them —o* 

an heart to do it: fo verily though in their lives 

theſe men be weak as other men, yet they have 

well faid in tmany things, they have ſpoken ve= 

ry ſelfe-denyingly and like mortified Chriſti. 

ans, cohcerning the contempt of the world and 

worldly things : They have given good rules 

for the government of a mans ſelfe, both as to 

his paſſions within, and outwardly for his dif. 

courſe and ations, they have diſparaged wick- 

ednefs and vice, and they have done what they 

could to repreſent Vertue amiable and lovely, 

that if it might be, that might come to pals 

which Plato ſpeaks of ic as Tully quotes him : 
Wl D 3 Formam 
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: Thy Formam ipſam, Marce F ii, © tanquam faciem 
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honefti vides que. fi oculis cetheferur, mirabiles 
- .amores (xt ait Plato ) excttaret ſapientte. Were 
it;poſſible to fee Vertue: in-an finmane ſhape,

affe&tions after her. That Moral Vertues arc 
ſo excellent isnotnow tobe prooved, bur here- 
after, when theſe difadvantagesare all remoav- 
4d; for the prefent it is ſufficient toſay, that bc= 
eaaſe we have tlie Scripture to ſupply the defekt 
of all orher Authors, it argues nothing againſt 
the neceſſity of. morality, that others have been 
xperſeft in the deſcriptions and recommenda- 
tions of it. 
| Yea moreover it may not be amiſs to adde 
for a concluſion of this Argument, that, ſup- 
poſing we have the word of God to corre&

tained : with what aftoniſhment may we look 
into the Chriſtian world to ſee, how many 
there are, that know more and better then the 
Heathens, but do worſe : we Chriſtians that 
ought to follow the Example of Chriſt and 
the Apoſtles, are many degrees below the more 
ſober Heathens.

or means, we can make any impreſſion upon 
the minds of men.- And this is Apology enough 
for the uſe of Heathen Authours, in the uſe of 
which it is to be acknowledged is eaſy to 
over-doe : And it is a witty compariſon of a

The Medes and Perſians tranflated the Empire ( 
from the Afyrian? to themſelves, but could not 
alwaies keep it; Alexander over-powered them, 
and laid the foundation of a Monarchy, but 
lived todo no more : the Grecian Empire was 
even ſtifled in the birth .by bad midwifery, 
Alexanders fnecefſors dividing it into parts, 
weakened the whole. Then came the Roman 
Eagles (thoſe birds of prey) they gather upon 
_. . - theEarth, and inſtead of finding make a car-

power and policy together prevail over the reſt, 
and make the world do homage to Rome.

Nebuchadnezzar was made to know, That the 
moſt Heb ruleth over the Kingdoms of men, and nan; 5 
WW that he appointeth over it whom: ſocver be will, But 
withal it is true, thoueh God made deſolatiors Pla, 46, 
inthe Earth, yet men deſerve them. The Tekel 
js the reaſon of the Mene, Mene, Men are 
weighed in the balances and are found wanting, 
and that is the reafon why God numbers their Dan. 5, 
Kingdoms and finiſheth them, Wanting indeed 
WF to God, and guilty of many facrilegious impic- 

| ties ; but withal wanting to themſelves, and to 

the due adminiftration of their affairs. Eicher 
oppreſſion and violence, or ſome other wicked. 
neſs hath ſhaken the foundations of thoſe King- 
doms and Monarchies, and at laſt ruined them. 
So the ſame Hiftories that tel! us of the original 
and growth of —_ give us an —_—

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Fuſtin, of the decreaſe and fall of them, Sardanapalns 


his luxury and cffeminateneſs tranſlated it from 
the Aſſrians to the Medes, The cruelty of Afty- 
ages to Harpagus, was the occalion of his revolt 
to Cyrus, and by that means it came among the 
Perſians, The ſoftneſs and delicacy of the Per- 
fians betrayed them to Alexander, whoſe ſuc- 
ceffors, by their ſelf-defignments falling off 
from, weakned one another, and it befel them 
that (as before the Cities of Greece) dum impe- 
rare ſinguli cupumt, imperium omnes perdide- 
runt, Which advantage when the Romans had 
got, they lorded it for a great while, but at 
length ſuffered more then a nominal diminuti- 
on ; when Auguſtus dwindled into Auguſtulw : 
but really their greatneſs is eclipſed. They have 
been no more innocent, then other Emyires be- 
fore them, and they have at laſt ſuffered for 
theig Ambition and Pride,and infolent Uſurpa- 
tions ; ſo that there is little left beſides the name 
of the King of the Romans, Now it is to be con- 
ſidered, that there cannot be ſuch mutations in 
Kingdoms and States, but there are many mi- 
ſeries and miſchiefs attend them, and fall upon 
the common people, who are involved in the 
fame calamities wich their Princes. Which 
changes and miſeries, though they may have o- 
ther cauſes aſſigned them, yet evidently this is 
one, the wickedneſs and vice of the. perſons 
concerne.'; and thus Immoraliey appears to be 
a pernicious thing, becauſe ſo many ſad events 
follow upon it. 

The caſe of particular families is no leſs no- 
torious : Many who have been born to.good 
fortunes,

fortunes, have yet been impoverifhed and beg. 
gercd by the riot and prodigality, and gaming 
or other waſtfulneſſes -of their fore-fathers. 
How many haye been undone, that very way 
by which their fathers hoped to raiſe them ? if 
that obſervation be good, 


De male queſitis vix gandet tertins heres, 
Ill gotten goods do many times prove Snarer, 
If not to men themſelves, yet to their Heirs, 


Men would fain leave their Children rich, 
and therefore take care to get Eſtates any how, 
by cheating and couzenage, and for that pur. 
poſe have many artifices and devices; but they 
do not conſider all this while, that when they 
entail an Eſtate upon their poſterity, they do 
at the ſame time entail a Curſe upon the Eftate; 
and this alſo adds to the proof, that wicked 
men do harm in the World. 

If any thing elſe be needful to be faid, I SeR. 7, 
might ſay 4” , The iſſues of private feuds, 4, 
and grudpes, and quarrels between Neighbour 
and Neighbour , make it manifeſt that the 
world is the worſe for many of its inhabitants, 

When men are bent upon Revenge, they are fet 

upon miſchief at the ſame time, A man ſhall xg, ,.: 
be made an offender for a word. An aQtion of 
flander is commenced for a rafh and unadviſed 

word ; or otherwiſe there are many waſpiſh 
ſpirited men, that as ſoon as ever they are 

ſirr'd will ſting, Some men ſeck, and fome 

make occaſions to prejudices and wrong theic

ed. Beſides what hath been already aid, the 

very example. of wicked men leavens the 

World, and by making it a maſs of iniquity, 

increaſes the number of thoſe milchiefs which 

peſter mankind, A Company of Drunkards 

area Plague to the place they live. in, and ſo 

are moſt other {ins ; for they are catching and 

infe&tious, and many periſh by the evil exam- 

ple of other men. This and the former might 

be plentifully inſiſted on, but that they are 
obvious to every ones experience. 

There is yet another great miſchief comes to 
the World by wickedneſs; ic hinders the pro- 
pagation of the Chriſtian Religion into other 
parts of the World. It might be a great mo. 
tive to perſwade Infidelsto have good thoughts 
of that Religion whoſe profeſours live: good 
and honeſt lives. We have a Prayer inour 
Liturgy (on good Friday) on purpole for Jews, 
and Txrks and Infidels, that they may be 
fetched bome to the flock, and be made one -fold, 
under one Shepherd Feſus Chrift aur Lord ; and 
ſurely they do a ſervice acceptable to God, 
who are any ways inſtrumental in ſo glorious 
an undertaking: but how had the men need 
be qualified, who are like to.dg any good this 
be ; they had need be men. of excellent lives, 
and be very true to the exerciſe of thoſeVertues, 
chat have found ſo much praiſe among the 
Heatliens. I have read ſomewhere -of Averroes

The fin ofthe yourig men was great before the Lord, 
for men abborred the offering of the Lord, It is 
no wonder if Heathens abhor Chriſtian Relij- 

jon, when they ſee Chriſtians live ſuch horrid 
Fre, Though this be. not indeed the fault of 
our Religion, but of the profeſſours of it, yer 
it will be interpreted ſo; and this miſchief is 
added toall the reft, men of immoral wick- 
cd lives, hindeyas much as in them lyes (lo far 
as they are wicked) the ſpreading of Chriſtian 
Religion. Wherefore if we would do peod in

that they will not commit thoſe fins in their 
preſence, which yet they have a mind to com- 
mit , and would fain be in other company, 
that they may. be more bold in : So doth irc 
frequently happen, that thoſe men who will 
ſwear, and ſcorn, and ſcoff at all manner of 
goodneſs; yet in the preſence of ſome men, 
whom they know to have a hatred to their 
prafices, they can contain themſelves : and 
they who will ſwear among their fellows, yet 
will not before men of more ſevere Principles. 
Now as wickedneſs and vice doth harm by 
hindring good, (as hath been faid) fo is Ver- 
tue hereby advantagious ; it lays a reſtraint 
upon wicked men, at leaſt fo as to prevent 
ſome As of fin, if not to extinguiſh the Ha- 
bics, There is one and the ſame reaſon given 
why Herod delayed to kill Fobn Baptiſt, and 

why the Phariſees would have delayed to take 
Chriſt, he would have killed-him but he feared the 
multitude: They would have taken ourSaviour, 
but not 'on. the Feaſt day , leſt there 'ſhould be 
an. uproar among the people, Now though it 
may be alf this multitude were not indeed geod 
and throughly honeſt, yet this good they had, 
they counted John as a Prophet , and likewiſe 
they had a great eſteem of Chriſt becauſe of 


his Miracles. Many ſuch men there are in-the 
world,

Hypocrites as the Fhariſees were; they have a 
mind to fin, but. they are Joth to be ſeen in 
it : By how much the more Vertnous menare 
ſcattered about the world , they do help to 
looſen the knot, and weaken the conſpiracy of 
wicked men, that they cannot fo confidently 
carry on the deſigns of Hell and Darkneſs. 
There was ſomewhat in the preſence of Ari- 
ftides that did diſcountenance diſhonefty ; and 
that was the reaſon that*Themiſtocles (who 
though not ſo debauch'd as before, yer was 
ſcarce honeſt) and others cuntriwd to baniſh 
him by the Oftraciſme (a cuſtome among the 
| cxa-ene, that he might not be at home to 
divert and reftrain cheir indire& dealings, 

It is well for the world that there are Ver- gc. 2. 
tuous men, for they do greatly help to preſerve 
the reſt of mankind from Univerſal Ruine. 
The ſame men who are the light of the world, Math. 5 
are the ſalt of the earth: they who are excm- 
plary in their lives, do ſeaſon-the reſt of the 
world, and preſerve it from being corrupted. 
and deſtroyed. Ir plealeth God to have Re- 
ſpe& to the Prayers and Perſons of his Holy 
Ones; and for their ſakes to forbear that pu- 
niſhment which he hath chreatned to wicked 
men: So is the Language of rhe Scripture, 
when God doth ſeem reſolv'd ro deſtroy I- 
rael in a moment z yet Moſes prays and be- 
ſceches God, And then 1be Lord repented of Exo4.3%; 
the evil which be thaught to do to his people. 

And Moſes his interccſſion is given as the rea- + 
ſon why he ſparcd them; He ſaid that be 
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Morality neceſſary 
would deſtroy them, had not Moſes bis choſen 


- flood before bim in the breach, to turn away bis 


wrath left be ſhould deſtroy them. Again, It 
ſeems Ten Righteous Men would haye preſerved
